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ERE is the story of fascinating and fabulous 
; \weweenaw County, Michigan. It is brief. It 
) must be brief, for to attempt to tell the full story it 
would take volumes. It begins with the prehistoric 
seriod—the period when this oldest portion of the 
sarth was being formed—when volcanic action 
saised these mountains higher than the rockies— 
belehed out hot molten lava that formed our cop- 
ver, silver, agates, and other materials now found 
strewn over the area. Then came the glaciers blank- 
sting the lands, and as they receded, pulled and 
shoved the top earth into the valleys while leaving 
huge openings that formed Lake Superior. As these 
elaciers slid over the mountain peaks they smooth- 
‘ed over the tops and crags—wearing them down to 
their present heights as you see them today. The 
bared tops exposed the “Trap Range’’ which runs 
through Keweenaw County and it was in these 
areas that a strange and mysterious people mined 
copper 2,000 to 5,000 years before Christ. As the 
climate was warmer than now, many congregated 
here and it has been estimated that it took thous- 
ands of people thousands of years to carry on the 
many prehistoric mine workings located in Kewee- 
naw County. These people were emerging from the 
stone age to metal as they built fires upon the bare 
rock and dashed water on the hot rocks to break 
them into smaller pieces which could be worked by 
hand with hammerstones to remove the rock from 
the pure copper. This virgin copper was pounded 
into weapons for war, for hunting wild game, for 
spearing fish, for implements for domestic use, for 
ornaments of decoration, and for idols of worship. 
These strange people depended upon the same 
waterways for carrying on their commerce that 
later brought the French in search of a short route 
to the Orient. 


This area was then traveled for the first time by 
the white man long before many of our large cities 
and even the west was known. Some of the early 
French intermarried with the Indians and became 
Voyaguers or Courier Du Bois in providing birch 
bark canoes and rafts carrying tons of material as 
they guided the Recollets and later the Jesuits who 
came bearing the cross of Christianity to the sav- 
age Indians. The first history is recorded in the 
Jesuit Relations and tell of the travels and experi- 
ences as the Jesuits carried on their work. They re- 
ported seeing large pieces of pure copper and of 
hearing Indian tales of huge boulders of native cop- 
per and sparkling jewels flashing in the sun along 
our beaches. This area was called New France and 
through bloodshed and war became the Northwest

Territory and later the Michigan Territory before 
it was the State of Michigan. 


It is a long story of how the reports of rich min- 
eral deposits caused the United States Government 
to send Henry Rowe Schoolcraft to explore the area 
in 1820. How he brought his party in large barges 
around Keweenaw Point and camped at Copper 
Harbor. How his full-blooded Chippewa mother-in- 
law was influential in his obtaining treaties with 
her people for the right to mine copper and later to 
have the land deeded to the United States Govern- 
ment. How the volumes he wrote about the area 
not only influenced Henry Wadsworth Longfellow 
to write “ Hiawatha’’, but were also responsible for 
the Government sending Schoolcraft on subsequent 
expeditions to this ‘‘Ugly Duckling Area”. How 
young Douglas Houghton came with the School- 
eraft Expedition in 1840, arrived at Copper Harbor 
on July 3, and celebrated the first Fourth of July in 
Keweenaw County by having a large feast and set- 
{ing off several blasts. How his accurate survey 
lines marked out this wilderness and his markers 
are still visible today. How Houghton’s reports con- 
firmed those of Schooleraft and subsequently 
brought to this area the first and largest copper 
mining boom ever known in this country. How 
Houghton was swallowed up by Lake Superior in 
one of her many temperamental] fall rages and then 
thrown upon the beach at Eagle River where lis 
body was found the following spring. How the cop- 
per rush brought happiness and joy to some and 
their laughter rang through the wilderness, while 
many suffered untold hardships, sorrows, disap- 
pointments, and heartaches which led them to fol- 
low Horace Greely’s advice and go west to seek 
yellow instead of red metal. How many of these 
lost what shirts they had left but returned to the 
Copper Country broke and determined to begin all 
over again in what resulted in the largest mining 
boom—for as the copper fever moved west out of 
Copper Harbor, the famous Cliff Mine had proven 
to be the beacon light to the despondent operators. 
How subsequently other locations as Kagle Harbor, 
Eagle River, Phoenix, Copper Falls, Helltown, Lae 
La Belle, Copper City, Gay, Mohawk, Fulton, and 
Ahmeek, all sprang up like mushrooms as the re- 
sult of new mining locations. 


Many stories have been handed down of lawless 
government, the many ventures and incidents that 
leave their monuments visible today in silent boot- 
hill cemeteries, quiet ghost towns, and leaning 
shaft houses that cast deep shadows over their

Keweenaw County 


EWEENAW COUNTY is situated at the extreme 

northeasterly end of what is called the Keweenaw 
Peninsula. It is however, actually an Island-the larg- 
est island in the Continental United States. It is the 
}mosit northerly land in what is known as the Upper 
}Peninsula of Michigan. It is a land of enchantment, 
and geologically, botanically, historically, and for 
jecenery, it is a seperate entity all by itself. The rocky 
shorelines closely resemble Puget Sound or the State 
of Maine and some of its sandy harbors and bays have 
jlazy low incoming waves that resemble a Hawaiian 
beach. It is becoming a tourist mecca and because of 
the delightful pollen-free summers, the heavy winter 
dry snows with moderate temperatures tempered by 
Lake Superior, winter sports and summer activities 
will team together to make this the most outstanding 
playground of the middlewest. 

Keweenaw County was set-off from Houghton 
County in 1861, and the County Seat was established 
at Eagle River. The first officers were: William P. 
Raley, Judge of Probate; William B. Wright Sheriff; 
John Twohy ,County Clerk and Register of Deeds; 
Albert A. Brockway, Treasurer; T. A. Chadbourne 
was Prosecuting Attorney and William Tresise, 
Coroner, 


In 1961, the officers are: Joseph B. Kezele, Judge 
oi Probate; Theodsre Rogers, Sheriff; Lawrence Ba- 
sano, County Clerk; Ethel Tulikangas, Treasurer ; 
Gordon J. Jaaskelainen, Prosecuting Attorney and 
Fred Westlake, Coroner. 


The County was originaly divided into seven Town- 
ships: Copper Harbor, Eagle Harbor, Grant, Sher- 
man, Houghton, Clifton, and Allouez. Today it is 
divided into these five Townships with the Supervis- 


ors indicated: Thomas Jilbert, Chairman, and Eagle 
Harbor Township; John McMahon, Grant Township; 
Edw. Hepting, Houghton; Ahti Salo, Allouez; Edw. 
Mukka, Sherman. 

The Townships were named: Eagle Harbor because 
of the town of that name and in the old days, it was 
the center of activity for miles around the area. Grant 
Township was named after General Grant, Sherman 
after General Sherman, Houghton after Douglas 
Houghton, and Allouez after Father Allouez. General 
Grant owned property in Grant Township as indicated 
by this letter appearing in the Mining Gazette, April 
24, 1944: 

“A letter dated Sault Ste. Marie, October 21, 1852, 
reads: 


To Ulysses S. Grant: 


Military Land Warrant No. 3514, in the name of 
Ulysses S. Grant has this day been located by himself 
upon the Northeast Quarter of Section No. 20, in 
Township 58, North of Range No. 29, west, subject 
to any presumption claim which may be filed for 
said land within 40 days from this date. Contents of 
tract located, 160 acres.

The above property was purchased from Grant by 
Simon Mandelbaum, a resident of Copper Harbor, and 
one of Keweenaw’s earliest pioneers. After being 
sold to Mandelbaum, it later became the property of 
the Keweenaw Copper Company.

Copper Harbor 


Nel the end of M-26, and U. S. 41, is Copper Har- 
bor. Entrancing in its isolation, it lics at the 
not of Brockway Mountain Look-Out in beautiful 
litude, dreaming dreams of yesteryears; guarded 
battalions of pointed firs that have marched to 
he very edge of the pure azure waters that wash its 
ores. Shortly after 1800, during the great rush for 
ypper these shores were thickly dotted with the 
spees of Indians, the tents of explorers, speculators, 
d adventurers. Soldiers of fortune and miners from 
ery land camped here in log cabins and cedar 
acks. At every turn is seen evidence of its past 
lory, of great hopes unfulfilled today as a copper 
lining center; however, it has become a land of pro- 
lise and a mecca for the hundreds of thousands of 
durists who flock there each year to escape the heat 
f the cities, and to enjoy the quiet relaxed summer 
fe, the scenery, historic sites, pure, vitalizing pollen- 
ree air, the plant, and animal life. 
In 1848, Walter Cunningham who had _ been 
ppointed Special Agent for the Lake Superior Mines 
y the War Department arrived in Copper Harbor 
ith about twenty other persons. Their Agency of 
ngineers and Draftsmen was stationed at Porters 
sland in the Harbor, At that time the Federal Gov- 
ent’s policy was not to sell lands nor to allow pre- 
mptions. The lands were not controlled by the Gen- 
ral Land Office but by the War Department. Permits 
ere issued in Washington covering nine square miles 
or a duration of ten years. The Department required 
eturns to be made at the Mineral Agency at Copper 
arbor together with a payment of 20% of the 
ineral values taken from the mines.

From August 1844, to November 1845, 595 loca- 
tions were made on permits at Copper Harbor. The 
speculative fever ran so high in 1846, and things 
were so lively all over the Point that the Harbor was 
filled with Adventurers, speculators and miners who 
combed the wilderness in search for copper. It is 
therefore said that at least 1,000 locations were made 
before the rush petered out. Camp fires blazed upon 
hundreds of shores, and the most secluded and rocky 
recesses awoke to the echoes of shout, song and tall 
stories. After weeks of arduous toil, coasting in 
small boats miles along the stormy shores, pushing 
their way through untangled underbrush and almost 
impenetrable cedar swamps; carrying packs of pro- 
visions, tools, and blankets on their backs; fording, or 
rafting on streams, and exposed to all the storms of 
heaven, often suffering from thirst, unshorn, and tan- 
ned like wild Indians, these indomitable explorers 
would return to Copper Harbor, pitch their tents and 
indulge in a period of recreation. They were plenty 
wild but the spirit of adventure was abroad and the 
restraints of civilization were feeble. This same un- 
conquerable spirit led many of these same men to 
travel west in search for gold and here was indeed 
a training ground for the nucleus that began the 
gold rush later. While many found fortune in this 
area later many found graves to cover broken hearts. 
Delegations from the four quarters of the globe came 
to look over the land-scientific men capitalists, 
members of Congress, Senators, Governors, Agents 
for many mining corporations, business men, pleasure 
seekers, and many young men to seek their fortunes.

proved unprofitable. The Pittsburgh, Boston, and 
Sopper Harbor Company obtained a lease of 3 square 
ailes from a Mr. Raymond which included Copper 
Jarbor. Work was commenced in 1844 on Hogg’s 
-oint under the direction of Charles Avery the Presi- 
ent. John Hays was the Agent. This was the first 
aine shaft sunk on the lake and only some boulders 


|} ere found. Operations were then commenced on the 


pposite side of the Harbor near Fort Wilkins on 
Jecember 5, 1844 where two shafts were sunk about 
00 feet apart. About 40 tons of black oxide copper 
vere removed and sold for $4,500.00. The main shaft 
vas about 120 feet deep with levels driven each way. 
Not finding anymore copper, the project was aban- 
loned. The Company owned another location lying a 


)eljew miles south west of Eagle River. Men and 


naterials were moved to this location which eventual- 
y turned out to be the famous Cliff Mine. 


Much money and labor was spent in developing 
the Clark Mine lying south of the Fort and beyond 
uake Fanny Hooe and although some fine copper de- 
yosits were found, results were not satisfactory. A 
vein of Protoxide of manganese was opened on the 
Mark Property east of Manganese where about 1,200 
‘ons of ore were taken out of an open cut worked 
lown 75 feet under a lease given the Pittsburgh Com- 
sany. These operations were suspended and an option 
ziven to the Iron Cambria Company. South of Manga- 
aese Lake is the Star Mine. West of Copper Harbor is 
the mine where the notorious rebel sympathizer 
George N. Saunders was Superintendent. Cyrus Men- 
denhall was Superintendent at another mine near the 
Harbor called the Isle Royale. All these were unsuc- 
cessful ventures. There were many excavations made 
in and around Copper Harbor all the way to the point 
however, it would take too much space to go into these 
unsccessful operations. 


When the John Jacob Astor arrived at Copper 
Harbor in July 1843, with personnel for Fort Wilkins, 
among its passenger list was Douglas Houghton and 
his party and Daniel D. Brockway and his family, Al- 
though Brockway was headed for L’Anse where he 
had been appointed blacksmith and mechanic to the 
Indian Department of Lake Superior and where he 
remained for three years, no doubt his association 
with Houghton aboard the Astor influenced his de- 
cision to come to Copper Harbor. In 1846, Brockway 
loaded his wife and three small children in an open 
canoe and with two Indians as his crew set out for 
the Harbor. They rounded the Point and reached Cop- 
per Harbor May 3. He built the first log structure 
in the Harbor — a Hotel called the Brockway House 
and he became a potent factor in the development of 
this area. When the mining rush tapered off in the 
Harbor, Brockway was appointed Agent for the 
Northwest Mine in 1849 and continued there for two 


years. He discovered the Cape Mine and was instru- 
mental in organizing it and was Agent there. He was 
also President of the Atlas Mining Company. In 1861, 
he moved to Eagle River where he operated a hotel 
with other business interests until November 1868, 
when he returned to Copper Harbor. Here he operated 
a merchantile business with his son-in-law G. W. 
Perry under the name of Brockway & Perry. He left 
the area in 1869 for lower Michigan to operate his 
father-in-law’s farm and settle his estate, In 1872, 
he returned with his family to the Cliff Mine location 
and with son, Albert A. opened a store under the 
name of D. D. Brockway & Son, Dealers in General 
Merchandise. They had two buildings—one for dry 
goods and the other for groceries and mining supplies. 
He was appointed Cliff Mine Agent until the mine 
was sold to the Tamarack Company in 1892. His son 
Albert, was Treasurer of Keweenaw County. In 1895, 
Brockway purchased a home in Lake Linden and re- 
tired from active work. He passed away at Lake 
Linden May 9, 1899. The Native Copper Times print- 
ed: “his faithful wife for over sixty three years died 
on the second of March and two more widely beloved 
people than the late Mr. and Mrs. Brockway have 
rarely lived. Mr, Brockway left four children; Mrs. 
Charlotte Farwell, Mrs. Sarah L. Scott, Albert A., 
and Mrs. Anna B. Gray.” His daughter Sarah L., 
was the second white person born in Lake Superior 
region. The first white child born was one of Charles 
Carrier’s children. Mr. Carrier was employed at the 
Indian Department at L’Anse as a farmer at the 
Indian Mission. 


The John Jacob Astor made her first trip in 1835 
with Capt. C. C. Stanndard. She was of 113 tons and 
owned by the American Fur Company. It was on this 
trip that the Captain thought he saw a ‘“‘batteaux”’ 
upside down on the surface but when he approached 
it he discovered it to be an island just above the 
water. This was later called ‘Stannard Rock.” When 
his brother captained the Astor on its trip to Copper 
Harbor September 20, 1844, she parted her cable 
and was wrecked upon the rocks near the lighthouse. 
He skeleton was exposed for years before she settled 
on the bottom of the lake. Her mast was removed 
and used at Fort Wilkins as a flag pole. Parts of her 
were used by Mr. Childs when he built the Astor 
House at Copper Harbor. 


Fort Wilkins was completed in 1844, to protect 
the miners and pioneers from the Indians. Capt. 
Clery was in command with two companies of the 
Fifth U.S, Infantry. He was later transferred and re- 
lieved by Capt. Albertis who remained until June 
1846, when he was transferred to the Mexican War 
with his command. He was decapitated by a cannon 
ball at Vera Cruz. On August 8, 1846, Col. Wm. B. 
Wright was appointed Custodian in charge of the 
Fort and he remained there until November 1855. 
Part of the supplies were sent to Fort Brady and the 
rest were sold. When Col. Wright left the Fort, ar- 
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Copper Harbor 
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- rangements were made for the Lighthouse keeper to 
: be custodian of the Fort. After the Civil War, Ordi- 
_ nance Sargeant Slaven was sent to Fort Wilkins with 
_ five men. They were followed by Company E of the 
_ 48rd Infantry. They were relieved on May 26, 1869, 
by Company K, Ist Regular, commanded by Fergus 

Walker, and left for Fort Brady. Later the Inspector 
j General found it necessary to curtail military acti- 

yities and Fort Wilkins was abondoned August 15, 
_ 1870. In 1921, the property was purchased by Hough- 
a ton and Keweenaw Counties to preserve and restore 
5 the buildings. They were later taken over by the State 


and made into a State Park. Fort Wilkins now offers a 

beautiful picnic area together with one of the finest 
camping areas to be found anywhere. The buildings 
_ have been renovated and there is a museum open to 
_ the public. 


The Copper Harbor Lighthouse was the first light- 

house on Lake Superior. It was built in 1848 and re- 

built in 1866. It is now owned by the State and under 
the Park management. 


In the summer of 1846, John N. Ingersoll published 
the Lake Superior News and Mining Journal at the 
Astor House in Copper Harbor. This was the first 
newspaper in the Upper Peninsula. It was later mov- 
ed to the Sault and then purchased by A. P. Swine- 
. ford who moved it to Marquette. 


The old Copper Harbor Cemetery is reputed to be 
the oldest cemetery in Michigan that is still in opera- 
tion. The many epitaphs on the old tombstones are in- 
teresting and reflect the history of the earlier days. 


On the way to the famous bear pit, one may stop 
at Manganese Falls and view the beautiful waterfall 
from the balcony provided there. 


Brockway Mountain was named after Daniel D. 
Brockway by William H. Childs a friend of Mr. Brock- 
way. During the depression, the C. C. C. & W. P. A. 
were working in the area. There were 300 men dele- 
gated to build a road over the mountain. They were 
not to use labor saving equipment for there was no 
time limit on the job. Local men did the work 
so well that within sixty days there was a road open 
to traffic. The road is called Brockway Mountain 
Drive and is one of the most beautiful drives found 
in the United States. It is nationally famous. 


The only factory of record in Copper Harbor was 
the Copper Harbor Tie Factory operated by David 
Kingston, It was made ready for operations in 1907 
after being idle since 1905. George Burthwick was 
the millright and although there was machinery for 
making shingles, the main production was railroad 

ties. They had a production of 1,000 per day and 
orders for all they could turn out at the time. The 
mill was located on the lake shore close to where the 
Isle Royale Dining Room is now located. 


During the early days there were no churches in 
Copper Harbor. Services were usually held in homes 
or at the mining sites. Today Copper Harbor still has 
no Protestant Church but a beautiful log Chapel 
Catholic:Church “Our Lady of the Pines” is located 
near Lake Fanny Hooe where Masses are held on 
Sundays at 9:30 a.m. The first Minister to preach 
in Copper Harbor was Rev. J. H. Pitezel of the Metho- 
dist Mission at L’Anse. His first trip was made to 
the Harbor when accompaning the Indian Chief 
David King and other Indians from the Mission to La 
Pointe where the Indians received their Government 
Annuities. As the group were all in small boats, Rev. 
Pitezel with Mr. Marksman and his wife took pas- 
sage on the Algonquin for Copper Harbor. They had 
made arrangements previously for a trader to take

them from the Harbor to L’Anse however, the Cap- 
tain of the Algonquin sailed to Isle Royale first to 
pick: up some miners who were returning to the main- 
land. Upon his delayed arrival, Rev. Pitezel learned 
that the trader had left and after holding services, 
he arranged for a small canoe and the party of three 
were towed by Douglas Houghton around the Point 
to Bete Grise where Houghton loaned them a tent 
and they camped overnight. In starting out the next 
morning they met Daniel Brockway the Blacksmith 
at the Mission who had been out searching for them 
fearing that they were lost. Pitezel returned to Cop- 
per Harbor many times afterwards and held services 
at the Brockway House. Services are still held in 
homes and on occasions at the School 


Father Baraga (later Bishop Baraga) conducted 
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the Catholic Mission across the bay from Rev. Pitezel 
at Baraga. Hearing the Indians tell of the many 
whites at Copper Harbor, Baraga traveled to the 
Harbor and in his writings said: “I found so many 
neat places with nice carpeted rooms. In one house 
(Brockway) there was even a piano on which a young 
American woman played skillfully. I have met about 
250 Catholic miners though there were many more 
there. I had taken along the necessary paraphernalia 
for celebrating Mass for Baptism.” Father Baraga 
then walked to the home of John Kerry in Eagle Riv- 
er where he held services and promised the people he 
would visit Keweenaw three times each year until a 
stationary Priest could be established. At this time, 
Fr. Baraga was busily engaged in compiling his In- 
dian Grammar or Dictionary in addition to traveling 
to the various locations through all kinds of weather. 
He and Rev. Pitezel both traveled on snowshoes dur- 
ing the winter months and many times exposed them- 
selves to blizzards and lonely long treks through the 
wilderness. 


Bishop Baraga was inspired by the Blessed Maria 
Hofbauer, a member of the congregation of the Most 
Holy Redeemer and spiritual guide and confessor at 
the University of Vienna where he studied law. The 
following of St. Francis has kept alive the seeds of 
Christianity planted by Bishop Baraga and his suc- 
cessors in Keweenaw County. It is this spirit which 
no doubt has inspired the present Fr. Jordan Telles, 


(or just plain Father Jordan to all in Copper Harbor) 
to accomplish what he has within the short period he 
has been there. Replacing Fr. Tittle in June of 1951, 
Fr. Jordan came to the area and immediately traveled 
to Bishop Noa in Marquette for his consent and ap- 
proval for a new church. When the good Bishop told 
Fr. Jordan that by all means a church should be in 
Copper Harbor and for the Father to get to work and 
build it, that is just what he did. After his suggestion 
for the name was readily accepted Fr. Jordan rolled 
up his.sleeves, appointed a Church Committee, found 
that land was donated by Mayme Swykert, and by 
October of that same year, he, Brother Arthur and 
Mr. Oja of Mohawk felled trees and burned brush. 
They had the site cleared in one day, Fr. Jordan in- 
sisted that the Church be built on a ‘“‘pay as you go” 
basis and Masses were held as the Cnurch was 
going up. The walls grew higher and today the new 
Chapel of “Our Lady of the Pines” sets in a. beautiful 
sylvan setting. There is a Grotto on a triangular 
plot in front of the Church. There are 30 pews with 
a seating capacity of 224. The seats and backs are of 
knotty pine. The arms, legs and trim are cedar logs, 
all hand work of Mr. Oja as well as the sanctuary, 
sacristy furniture, birch Candlesticks, two holy water 
fonts and the reinforced doors. Father Jordan loves 
his Church. He loves the area and its people. The 
people love him. During his few precious moments 
you will find him with his rake, trowel or shovel, 
working to beautify the landscape and maintain its 
immaculate condition. Masses are held at 9:15 a.m. 
every Sunday and Holy days throughout the summer 
months. 
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AC LA BELLE lies at the foot of Mt. Bohemia in 
Grant Township. The beautiful lake is very pop- 
ylar with tourists at the present time because of the 
fishing and scenery. It affords a haven for boats 
coming in from Bete Grise and the picnic park main- 
tained by the County has a beautiful waterfall is a 
very good attraction in the woodland setting. Here 
are found the ruins of the old stamp mill for the Men- 
dota Mining Company commenced operations there in 
the early days. Previous to 1850 the Lac LaBelle 
Company had driven a tunnel 400 feet on an eighteen 
inch vein of sulphuret of copper at the foot of Mt. 
Bohemia which rises far above the lake. A deep adit 
was driven in the vein about 1,000 feet. No further 
work was done in the location until 1866, when the 
Mendota Mining Company took over. The Mendota 
Mining Company owned 4,320 acres around Lac La- 
Belle. They spent $100,000.00 in 1866 in constructing 
a ship canal from Lac LaBelle to Bete Grise Bay for 
large vessels. They received from this a grant of 
100,000 acres of land in Schoolcraft County from the 
‘United States Government. The lake itself is about 
two and one-half miles long east and west and from 
one-half to one mile wide, north and south. The wa- 
ters of the lake are deep and pure and provide a 
commodious harbor for vessels. The channel was com- 
pleted in 1866 and allowed vessels drawing eleven and 
one-half feet of water to enter. The Company was 
authorized to collect tolls at a rate fixed by the Coun- 
ty Board of Supervisors. 


The Village of Mendota was then laid out and lots 
sold for the amonut of $13,600.00, and a few buildings 
were erected. The Pennsylvania and Delaware Com- 
panies expended $12,000.00, in building a road to the 
lake and $10,000.00, more in constructing a dock and 
warehouse there. The Lac LaBelle Smelting Works 
invested $43,000.00, more in erecting works at this 
place. A railroad was organized to build a line from 
the Cliff Mine along the range to Lac LaBelle but the 
failure of the mining companies to furnish sufficient 
product to warrant the road, it was not constructed. 
‘From failure to complete the canal properly and want 
of piers at Bete Grise, the channel filled with sand 
and just recently, the U. S. Government widened 
and deepened the channel to provide access to large 
vessels into the lake. 


The Keweenaw Copper Company which was organ- 
ized in 1906 with a capital of $10,000,000.00, controll- 
ed the Keweenaw Central Railroad Company, Phoe- 
nix Conslidated Copper Company and the Washing- 
ton Copper Mining Company. Its holdings comprised 
about 20,000 acres of mineral lands which carried 
considerable timber. Their properties included tracts 
formerly owned by the Aetna, Copper Harbor, Em- 
pire, Girard, Hanover, Keweenaw, Mandan, Medora,

Pennsylvania and Boston, Resolute, and Vulcan com- 
panies. Also included were extensive water frontages 
including nearly two miles of water frontage on ei- 
ther side of the Montreal River, including Fish Cove, 
one mile east of the River’s mouth, the Lac LaBelle 
or Medora Ship Canal, and the entire waterfront of 
Medora Lake. The old Lac LaBelle & Calumet Rail- 
road was rebuilt as the Keweenaw Central Railroad 
and $800,000.00, was spent in building about thirty- 
three miles of Spurs and branches terminating the 
road at Calumet where it connected with the Copper 
Range Railroad. The railroad was later used by visi- 
tors or tourists by taking the southern branch at 
Mandan to Lac LaBelle, Deer Lake, and Bete Grise 
Bay. 


This area is fast becoming an attraction for tour- 
ists and fishermen and the beautiful new road from 
Gay to Lac LaBelle is a scenic drive along the waters 
edge. It is a must for anyone enjoying wild scenic 
surroundings. There are resorts at Lac LaBelle and 
boats may be rented either for deep sea fishing or 
for fishing for trout, wall eyes, or great northern in 
Lac LaBelle. 
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AGLE HARBOR is located on M-26, about 16 miles 

west of Copper Harbor. It is a beautiful town 
ocated on the shore with an excellent sand beach. 
his beach has become very attractive to the tourist 
S well as the people who own cottages privately for 
heir families to enjoy the wonderful atmosphere af- 
orded here. 


It was first occcupied by the Eagle Harbor Mining 
ompany who worked a party of men there in the 
ummer of 1845 with Mr. Sprague being the Agent. 
n the 17th of October that year, Mr. Franklin Hop- 
cIns, arrived with thirteen men and set up a tent 
long the shore. They had arrived at Copper Harbor 
uring the storm in which Douglas Houghton was 
rowned on October 18, 1845. Their boat had to lay 
ver at Copper Harbor until the storm subsided. Men 
ere working at the Eagle Harbor Mining Company 
hich owned a large tract some 2 miles and 114 
iles wide south of Eagle Harbor. It embraced the 
Jagle Harbor and Waterbury Companies who later 
orked some of the properties to a limited extent in 
850 to 1854 without profit. The mine was near the 
illage and lake shore and was one of the most promis- 
ng yet opened. A copper mass was in sight estimated 
o weigh 75 tons of almost pure native copper. The 
ein projected out under the lake and from a boat 
ut in deep water this huge mass of copper could be 
een. It has been said that this huge mass could have 
een the one that Father Allouez saw. Although this 
ining venture did not prove successful, this nine 
ite tract in Eagle Harbor is said to be vaulable un- 
eveloped property. 

All equipment, groceries, and general provisions 
‘or the mines were kept on the mining premises. At 
the time there was only one house constructed of 
ough logs and covered with shakes (thin strips cut 
rom logs). Mr. Slaughter later made a plat and laid 
out the village. As at most mining camps in those 
days, intemperance ran riot when parties of miners 
congregated in town and fights and brawls were 
matters of frequent occurrence, 

In 1877, Eagle Harbor was opened with a channel 
1314 feet deep and made a fine refuge for vessels. 
The Government appropriation used in opening the 
Harbor was $90,000.00. 

The Lighthouse had been built in 1850 and was 
rebuilt when the channel was opened. In rebuilding, 
the tower and house were erected on a projecting 
point of rocks on the west side of the Harbor. A large 
high rock which formerly stood on that point at the 
side of the old lightouse was blasted away to make 
room for the present one. 

The first pier was built by Edward Taylor the 
pioneer settler in Eagle Harbor. In 1844, he erected 
a small log warehouse with the ground as a floor. 
This building was later purchased by James Bawden

and he also erected a small warehouse. The building 
was later moved and used as a shoe shop. It was 
then purchased by Charles Kuntz who moved it to 
another location to make room for a larger building. 
This building was destroyed by fire. Bawden made 
additions to the dock and erected a two story ware- 
house. In 1860 it was loaded with provisions for the 
winter. Lime which had been stored on the lower 
floor overloaded it and as the timbers settled, the 
lime spilled into the water setting fire to the build- 
ing. Seeing their winter provisions being destroyed, 
anxious citizens rushed forward in an attempt to 
rescue some of the provisions. It was through the 
cool heroic efforts of Mr. Bawden that no one lost 
their lives for he pushed them back yelling that all 
should get clear of the inferno as mining powder was 
stored in the building. No sooner had he succeeded 
in getting the crowds back when the entire structure 
was blasted apart in a terrific explosion. With all 
their provisions for the winter gone, the populace 
stood in bewilderment. Judge William P. Raley, the

leading merchant and warehouseman immediately 
chartered the steamer Planet and sailed for Detroit 
where he purchased and loaded his supplies and 
started back. On the return voyage, they encountered 
such a terrific storm that all the cargo on the decks 
had to be thrown overboard to save the vessel. When 
the boat arrived at Marquette the snow was already 
two feet deep and the temperature 12 degrees below 
zero. After further struggling, the boat reached Cop- 
per Harbor but could go no further in the storm. The 
cargo that was left for Eagle Harbor was unloaded 
and hauled over land to Eagle Harbor saving the peo- 
ple from further anxiety. Later Mr. Raley handled 
as much as 8,000 to 10,000 tons of freight annually 
on his docks. Opposite Raley’s docks were those of 
the Central Mining Company. 

On October 21, 1854, Bishop Baraga ordained Rev. 
H. L. Thiele and sent him to Eagle Harbor. This first 
pastor of the Catholic faith assigned to Eagle Harbor 
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had no bed of roses. He had no house nor Church of 
|his own. The village was yet small but offered the 
best advantages for attending the large mission ter- 
ritory which had been previously administered by 
Father Baraga before he became a Bishop. Father 
Thiele decided to build his Church at Eagle Harbor 
much to the dissappointment of other locations; par- 
ticulary Eagle River who vied for the honor. Lot 66 
of Block 22 was purchased for one hundred dollars 
from Dennis Dugan. Nick Grasser was set to the task 
of building the first Catholic Church in Keweenaw 


county. Before winter set in, it was enclosed and 
ready for services. Like all churches at the time it 
was a combination of Church and house. It was dedi- 
cated to the Most Holy Redeemer. Anton Grewe of 
Eagle River gave $65.00, for the bell and was to have 
in return one mass annually for his mother, himself, 
and his wife. Bishop Baraga wrote when he took 
passage on the Northern Light from Ontonagon, 
October 5, 1858, “I next visited another mining station 
where another German Priest, Rev. Louis Thiele la- 
bors with unflagging zeal in word and deed. He has 
several missions to attend of which the most import- 
ant are called Cliff Mine and Eagle Harbor. He always 


preached three languages: English, French, and Ger- 
man, because his people of the Missions belong to 
those three nationalities. Father Thiele is busily en- 
gaged erecting two Churches. The first one at Eagle 
Harbor is large and very beautiful, and as an addition 
to the Church, a fine and comfortable house for the 
missionary is being built. He had great trouble build- 
ing such a beautiful and large Church with the scanty 
means at his disposal. May God reward him in eter- 
nity!” Father Thiele remained at Eagle Harbor until 
he was removed to Mackinac Island in 1861, Bishop 
Baraga however, agreed to Father Thiele’s wishes to 
come back to Eagle Harbor and returned him. Before 
Father Thiele had left Eagle Harbor he had planned 
the Cliff Church and a contract was let to Nicholas 
Grasser for $1,860.00 for its construction. Fr. Thiele 
remained at the Eagle Harbor Church until 1895, 
when he was made Pastor at Marquette. From 1895 
to 1898, frequent visits were made to the Harbor by 
Priests from Calumet. From 1898 to 1904, a Priest 
made his residence there and later, the Mission was 
entirely in charge of the Franciscan Fathers of the 
Cincinnati Province stationed at Sacred Heart Church 
in Calumet. The Church at Eagle Harbor may be 
seen as it was originally built with quaint old pews, 
old candle holders on the walls, and the elaborate 
candelabra suspended from the center of the ceil- 
ing, The combination confessional and pulpit is a 
work of art when one considers the time and con- 
ditions under which they were built so long ago. En- 
closing the gallery is a decorative railing constructed 
along the lines of old school architecture. 

The Methodist Episcopal Church was erected in 
1846-47. The first sermon was preached by Rev. John 
H. Pitezel of the Methodist Mission. 

The old school house is historical. In 1860, Justus 
H. Rathbone who was then twenty-one years of age 
came to Lake Superior when he taught school at 
Eagle River and Eagle Harbor. Here in this little 
schoolhouse at Eagle Harbor he wrote. the ritual of 
the Knights of Pythias and this order expanded 
throughout the country. The Grand Lodge renovated 
the old school and it is now a memorial of the birth- 
place of the order. The first school house was built 
in 1853 or 1854 and was a private enterprise. It was 
opened by Mr. Keeley in a log building between Capt. 
Conner’s house and George Rice’s home. A Mr. Wal- 
lace was the first teacher after the district was 
formed. 

The first lodge of the Odd Fellows in the Upper 
Peninsula was Houghton Lodge No. 68, I. 0. O. F., 
instituted at Eagle Harbor in October 1859. This lodge 
later moved to the Cliff Mine and then became ex- 
tinct when the mining ceased. 

The first merchants at Eagle Harbor were John 
Senter and his partner who also operated stores at 
Copper Harbor, Eagle River and Houghton. 

In 1848, Charles Kuntz purchased the log boarding 
house from Hiram Joy who had built it in 1846. At 
the time there were only four buildings in Eagle 
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| arbor. Ed Taylor had come to this area and camped 
pn the shore with a company of men leaving Copper 
Harbor in 1842. He came into Eagle Harbor in 1844, 
and built a log tavern where the hotel later stood. 
(Th's hotel burned down in later years.) The hotel 
was rebuilt and after a portion of it was destroyed 
by fire, James Bawden bought it and rebuilt it into 
ithe largest hotel in Keweenaw with 36 rooms. It was 
usd from Bawden in 1881 by James Rosewarn. 
| The Foley Brothers, Stephen Cocking, and Joseph 
Dahn were all merchants as the town grew. John 
| ‘oley came from Ireland in 1848 and after spending 
| ree years on Isle Royale came to Eagle Harbor and 
pened his business in 1854. He started in the liquor 
| rade and later entered the meat market business. In 
1857, he began as a dealer in general merchandise 
with his brother and M. Smith was taken into the 
usinéss later when they adopted the name of Foley 
& Smith. Foley was Constable for many years, Town 
Treasurer six years and Under Sheriff for two terms. 
'Cocking was the Keeper of the Main Lighthouse and 
icame from England in 1847. He was Engineer at 
ithe South Cliff Mine for three years and after leaving 
1 ‘for Wisconsin for one year he returned to Copper 
‘Falls Mine until 1862 when he enlisted in the Civil 
War. Returning from the Army, he was appointed 
‘Keeper of the Gull Rock Lighthouse where he remain- 
jed 8 vears after returning to Eagle Harbor as Keep- 
‘er of the Light there. In 1879, he opened his merchant 
business in Eagle Harbor. Joseph Dahn came to 
America from Prussia in 1854; spent a year in De- 
Wtroit, and the following year came to the Copper 
§\ Falls Mine and the Central Mine where he worked for 
38 years. In 1865 he came to Eagle Harbor and in 1867 
opened a hardware and tin store.

Franklin Hopkins (previously mentioned) was born 
jin Trenton, N. Y. in 1817. He practiced the carpent- 
jer’s trade in lower Michigan and came to Lake 
| Superior area in 1845, where he located at the North 
| American Mine as carpenter for 2 years. Leaving for 


| He had made the trip on foot and served there 15 
/months when he became surface foreman at the old 
| Northwest Mine (later the Conglomerate). He held 
} this job 6 years and then served as Agent for the 

| Central Mine for 2 years. After spending some time 
_at the Isle Royale Mine at Houghton, he returned to 

Eagle River in Keweenaw County where he operated 
| the Phoenix House during the liviest business times 
| in the area. At this time, his wife and one child were 
| drowned when the steamer Lady Elgin was wrecked 
| September 8, 1860. He left Eagle River and came to 
| Eagle Harbor where he became associated with the 
| dock and warehouse business. 


William P. Raley came from Columbiana County, 


Ohio in 1849, and went to Isle Royale where he was 
Bookkeeper and Cashier for the Siskowit Mining 
Company. He came to the Northwest Mine after one 
year as Bookkeeper and Paymaster and remained 
there four years. He went to Copper Harbor in 1855 
and with W. H. Stevens ran a merchandising and 
forwarding business until 1859. He came to Eagle 
Harbor in 1859 and engaged in the mercantile busi- 
ness with Justin Shapley with a branch store at Cop- 
per Falls. They also bought the piers and warehouse 
at Eagle Harbor but lost the warehouse in a fire in 
1860. They built a substantial building and Mr. Raley 
bought out his partner and operated alone. He was 
appointed Judge of Probate to fill a vacancy in 1878 
and was elected to this office in 1880. He was promi- 
nent in local affairs. 


Others who were early settlers in Eagle Harbor 
were James Rosewarn, proprietor of the Eagle Har- 
bor Hotel after being at the Central and Copper Falls 
Mines; Michael Smith a partner of John Foley who 
spent some time at the Northwestern, Copper Falls, 
Connecticut and Quincy Mines, and held office as 
Town Treasurer for 8 years. George Bottomley was 
surface Foreman and Superintendent of the Stamp 
Mill at the Ashbed Mine, Captain Thomas O’Connor 
one of the pioneer mining Captains of Lake Superior 
served for many years under Samuel W. Hill and was 
connected with many early enterprises including, Lac 
LaBelle, the Clark Mine, St. Clair Mine, North Cliff, 
Dakota, Hancock & Pennsylvania mines. It was said 
no man single-handed ever accomplished more work 
in a given time than Capt. O’Connor. 


Capt. John Williams who worked three years at the 
Phoenix and then Garden City and Central mines 
then worked at the Schoolcraft, Copper Falls, and 
Hecla. He returned later to Phoenix and in 1880 was 
appointed Captain at the Ashbed Mine. 


In 1880, when John Verhoven had a store in the 
building near the Charley Kunz homestead at Eagle 
Harbor, he had charge of the telegraph office of the 
Mineral Range Telegraph Company. People had heard 
about being able to hear voices through a metallic 
wire but most of the natives shook their old heads 
and said it was impossible. One day F. J. Bawden who 
was Manager of the Telegraph Company came to 
Eagle Harbor and told the people that if they would 
come around that evening, he would let them hear 
people in Hancock talk over the wire. At the appointed 
time a goodly crowd was at the store and the instru- 
ment was shown to them. Mr. Bawden called Hancock 
over the telegraph and then connected the telephone. 
Each person took their turn listening to persons talk- 
ing at the other end and also a cornet solo thrown in 
extra. Some believed it was true while most went out- 
side the building looking for the practical joker with 
the cornet. Finding none, they reluctantly admitted 
that the impossible had happened, The telegraph was 
used until 1885, when it was replaced by the 
telephones. 
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Eagle River 


AGLE RIVER, the County Seat of Keweenaw 
County is some ten miles from Eagle Harbor on 
M-26. It is beautifully situated on the sandy shore of 
Lake Superior and at the mouth of Eagle River. The 
town has much history and played an important part 
uring the early days of exploration and mining’ in 
eweenaw County. It also played an active part in 
the commercial and political history of this part of 
the State. The earliest mining operations were the 
pening of the Cliff vein by the Pittsburgh & Boston 
ompany and the Lake Superior Copper Company at 
hoenix. This was later called the Keweenaw Copper 
ompany. The Lake Superior Company obtained sev- 
en leases in 1843, each embracing nine square miles 
vhich included the grounds afterwards laid out by 
the Phoenix Company and sold off in seperate lots 
orming the Village of Eagle River. 


Besides being the seat of Keweenaw County, Eagle 
River was also the seat of Houghton County in 1847, 
and continued as such until Keweenaw County was 
seperated from Houghton County in 1861. The first 
County meetings were held at the Lake Superior Cop- 
per Company’s property. The attic of Christopher 
Carey was rented for a jail, This building later be- 
came the property of William Long and is still stand- 
ing with the old jail cells. The feeling ran high 
among some because of Eagle River being chosen as 
the new County Seat and the minutes of the Super- 
visors indicate that there was probably as much 
fighting going on at home as there was at the Civil 
War front. In fact, Sheriff Charley Kunz and Jim 
Johns were both awarded pay for quelling riots at 
almost every one of these early meetings. When 
Cleveland the new Supervisor from Sibley motioned 
that $5,000.00, be raised for a new Court House, Jail, 


and Office at Eagle River, he was voted down with 
emphasis. The citizens voted in favor of this but again 
an attempt was made to have the whole thing thrown 
out on the grounds that voting in Sherman Town- 
Ship was illegally cast. After a canvas of votes there 
were 414 for, and 372 against. John Senter was then 
appointed to head a committee with Josiah Hall and 
James Crawford for the construction of the new pro- 
ject and Mr. Senter was authorized to draw up to 
$6,578.00, for the construction. In 1866 feelings still 
were high for as the project was being finished two 
Supervisors failed to appear at an important meeting 
and the Undersheriff Chris Carey was directed to 
bring them in by 9 a.m. the next morning. He did and 
was paid $15.00 for arresting the two Supervisors. 
This is the story of the present Court House and 
buildings you see today, well kept, and well manned 
with much more serious planning than the early days 
for the copper fever later moved further west of Eagle 
River when the Red Jacket, the Mohawk and Ahmeek 
mines began producing. 


Before the county buildings were built there were 
considerable other building activities going on, A 
large dock was built at the mouth of Eagle River by 
the Old Cliff (Pittsburgh & Boston Co.) This dock 
formed an extensive pier jutting far out into the lake 
and had a rail track upon which cars traveled, trans- 
fering freight between vessels and the warehouse. 
Both the dock and the warehouse were sold to M. H. 
Simpson and after various changes in ownership, it 
was purchased by J. P. Petermann. He tore down the 
warehouse to improve the view from his Eagle River 
Hotel. This was built in 1853 and originally was 
called the Phoenix Hotel. The first hotel was the 
Johnson House built in 1845 and owned by Lathrop

When the Julia Palmer made her first trip to Cop- 
per Harbor, two of the persons aboard were General 
James Wilson, former Surveyor General of Iowa and 
Wisconsin, and a young relative, John Senter who 
had been working for General Wilson. Wilson had be- 
come interested in the new copper boom and became 
interested in the new Lake Superior Company which 
was under the captaincy of Martin Coryell of 
Pennsylvania. They proceeded to Eagle River after 
Wilson had secured three leases covering three square

miles in Keweenaw County and in Eagle River. It was 
here that John Senter settled and lived for the next 
forty years and became one of the most interesting 
and oldest pioneers of the Lake Superior Copper 
Country. He worked in the office of The Lake Sup- 
erior Copper Company and also did some engineering 
and surveying for about one year and in 1847, visited 
his home in New Hampshire. Upon returning he went 
into the mercantile business at Eagle River as well 
as serving as Deputy Postmaster to Postmaster Cor- 
yell. He was appointed Postmaster September 28, 
1847, and served until 1855. He carried on his mer- 
cantile business until 1856 and at one time owned 
four stores in the Upper Peninsula. In 1848 he ac- 
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epted the agency for DuPont explosives and bought 
and sold mining stocks. He later owned extensive 
eal estate in Houghton and adjoining counties, He 
served as Treasurer of Houghton County which at 
that time included Keweenaw, Baraga, and Ontonagon 
Counties, as well as Isle Royale which is now in Ke- 
eenaw County. He married Lizzie T. Porter in De- 
troit in 1867, and they had two sons and a daughter. 
Albert Wilson worked as Assistant in the Assay 
Dffice of the Calumet & Hecla Works and Henry 
ortimer owned and operated a saw and planing mill 
n Colombia, South America. The daughter married 
James B. Cooper and resided in Hubbell, her husband 
having charge of the Calumet & Hecla Smelting 
orks there. Atlas Powder Co. had a plant located 
at what is known as Senter named after Mr. Senter. 
When he had his store in Eagle River, many men 
Blept there on a bed of materials from his stock. 
Horatio S. Bigelow was one of these gentlemen who 
preferred sleeping in the store rather than a hotel. 
(One time Senter was walking through a trail return- 
ing to Eagle River when he was viciously attacked 
bby an Indian, To save his life he was forced to shoot 
he Indian. His late years were Spent as a powder 
agent and an insurance broker. He was well and 
avorably known and to give full details of his life 
jwould require many pages. 

On July 11, 1846, the Copper Harbor Mining News 
itold the story of a large mass of native silver weigh- 
Hing 6 pounds, 10 ounces discovered at a depth of 45 
ifeet below the surface of the river on the property of 
ithe Lake Superior Company near Eagle River. The 
mass of silver was about a mile up from the village 
jof Eagle River. 

/ The old Lighthouse at Eagle River was on a bluff 
ion the west side of the river. It was erected in 1856 
iwith John Griswold as Keeper. He remained as Keeper 
luntil his death and then Henry Feiser took charge. 
iThe last Keeper of the light was J . T, Bennets who 
remained until the light was discontinued and he then 
moved to the Eagle Harbor Lighthouse. Although 
ithere were many bad shipwrecks off the shore in and 
faround Eagle River, there was a movement to en- 
icourage the Government to reopen the Light. Later, 
thowever, the Government did establish the Sand Hills 
Lighthouse at Five Mile Point and this was a great 
irelief to the people at the time for many lives, ships, 
land cargos had been lost on the sawtooth reefs off 
ithe shore. A list of the shipwrecks include the Viking, 
James Pickards, Colorado, Massachusetts, Donald-: 


son, Fern, Hudson, J. F. Hutchison, Uranus, Pathfind- 
er, Sagamore, Moreland, George E. Baker, S. R. Kirby 
among others. 

The town of Eagle River never had a church, at 
times church services were held at the old 


school house, various homes and the Court House. 


The real reason for the lack of churches in Eagle 
River was that most of the people lived near by at 
the Cliff and Phoenix Mine locations where churches 
were available. 


In 1850, an old cannon had been brought to Eagle 
River to be used as a fog signal in the early days. 
After it had been retired from this service due to the 
lighthouse being erected, it was used to celebrate the 
4th of July. On the 4th of July in 1907, the town relic 
biew up. Fortunately no one was injured although it 
was reported that pieces scattered over a wide area 
and one fragment weighing around 200 pounds was 
blown a distance of 350 feet and landed within ten 
feet of a party picnicing on the lake shore. 


he Douglas Houghton monument is in Eagle River 
and is in memory of Michigan’s first Geologist who 
was drowned at Eagle River October 18, 1845. His 
body was found about six miles from the scene where 
he drowned. Two men, Peter McFarland, and Baptiste 
Lodr.e swam ashore along with Houghton’s dog. The 
bodies of Tousin Piquette and Oliver Larimer were 
never found. Houghton had come to Keweenaw origin- 
aliy with his friend Henry Rowe Schoolcraft and both 
had done much to create an interest in the County. In 
cne oi the his reports of Keweenaw, Houghton wrote: 
“VYhe darkest moments are rendered comparatively 
light and cheerful from the grand scenes that sur- 
round us, and that sense of duty in our pursuits 
which gives nerve and courage to meet every peril”. 
Ait the time he lost his life here, he was the most 
popuiar man in Michigan. He was twice Mayor of 
Detroit, and member of many societies from the east 
coast and Canada. Houghton’s body was returned to 
Detroit on the Wisconsin which slid into port at De- 
troit with her flags at half mast on May 14, 1846. 
The funeral was held the next day at the Presbyterian 
Church at 2:30 P.M. and after a very large funeral, 
his body was laid to rest in Elmwood Cemetery. 


Other old timers at Eagle River were: Charles At- 
wood, Principal of the School; Samuel W. Hill, one 
of the most respected pioneer mining men; Anton 
Sibilsky, merchant: Col. William B. Wright, Sheriff 
and formerly in charge of Fort Wilkins; and Joseph 
Blight, senior partner of the Fuse Co., (his father 
was the inventor and builder of the first steam stamps 
in the world.)

‘dividends paid from 1849, to 1879, were $2,518,620.00. 
\In 1854, while driving north in the seventh 
level a mass of pure Copper 80 feet in length and 20 
\feet wide was found. A sand blast of several kegs of 
powder failed to stir it. While the mine was getting 
‘under way, a considerable log village grew in the 
clearing under the shadow of the cliff. Capt. Jen- 
| ning's was one of the earliest Superintendents and his 
| wife and daughter are buried in the old Cliff ceme- 
i} tery. Long time medical men at the mine were Doc- 
tors Senter and Heaton. E. J. Hulbert was the Engi- 
| neer and it was he who engineered the famous _per- 
| pendicular shaft down through the greenstone, Capt. 
' John Gundry, Capt. George, and Capt. Bennetts 
| were in charge of underground operations. Mr. Au- 
gust Coburn who later became a prominent Ontona-

gon citizen spent the winter of 1846/7 at the Cliff 
Mine. Around 1870 the Old Cliff Company suspend- 
ed operations and allowed the mine to fill with wa- 
ter. Later the Cliff Copper Company of Boston pur- 
chased the property for $100,000.00, and placed Mr. 
Farwell who had been with the Phoenix Mine in 
charge of the Cliff Operations. Farwell started the 
pumps and cleared the mine to resume operations and 
it was not long until operations were again in full 
swing. Very little copper was mined under this sec- 
ond attempt. 


The finds at the Cliff Mine were sometimes very 
large. Although the miners carried off the largest 
portion of silver, the Mine Agent was able to save 
many barrels each year, The largest chunk of silver 
reported was 80 pounds. The silver was found in poc- 
kets or “vugs”. One night a party of miners fired 
their blast and after the smoke cleared they returned 
to their work and to their surprise saw a cavern open- 
ed by the shots. With his candle in hand, a miner crept 
into the cavern and his exclamation and astonishment 
brought his fellow workers to peer into the _ hole. 
They saw a beautiful cavern several feet deep with 
walls glittering with sparkling calspar and pure white 
silver. It was like a fairy dream, or a palace of Alad- 
din. After admiring the exquisite cave, the boys set 
to work with their picks to spoil it. Their cupidity 
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out weighed admiration; powder keg after another 
were filled with the pure silver and hid away under 
stull pieces until such time as it could be carried out 
of the mine without detection. The lynx-eyed Min- 
ing Captain however, the next morning saw the cave 
and pick marks on the wall with some silver still re- 
maining. He then demanded that the boys cough up 
the silver. They were compelled to give up their 
treasure and all they had left were the memories of 
the gorgcous chamber and gnomes—if any inhabited 
it. 

Under the direction of Bishop Baraga, Father 
Thiele gave a contract to Nicholas Grasser for the 
construction of a Church at Cliff totaling $1,860.00, in 
the fall of 1858. When Bishop Baraga left the Sault 
on his 62 birthday (June 29, 1859) aboard the Prop- 
eller Montgomery, he arrived at Keweenaw Bay and 
later took the Mineral Rock for Eagle Harbor where 
he rented a horse and arrived at the Cliff. Here the 
new Church was nearly completed. On Sunday, he 
preached the Mass in three languages and made an 
appeal for contributions. After Mass, Father Thiele 
took up a collection of about $300.00. Mr. Howe of the 
Cliff Mire donated $100.00, and Baraga donated 
$300.00 and in addition he donated a large bell costing 
$116.00. In 1899, when activities had ceased at the 
Cliff, the Phoenix Consolidated Copper Company had 
begun operations and a Church was needed there. To 
provide a place for the men to. worship, Father Smie- 
tana moved the old Cliff Church to Phoenix and _ re- 
erected it upon a site given by the Company. 
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ENTRAL is located on U. S. 41, and is south of 
the Copper Falls property. At the mining pro- 
duction peak, there were 130 houses and a population 
of 1,200. The Central Mine was opened in 1854, and 
for nearly forty years was a steady dividend payer. 
t produced copper and silver totaling $9,770,528.57, 
and of the gross receipts, only $2,479.42 was expend- 
ied for lands, the balance being divided into fifths, of 
jwhich shareholders received one part in dividends 
totaling $1,970,000.00. About four-fifths were spent 
for labor, machinery and improvements totaling 
1$7,982,712.36. In 1899, they had expenses totaling 
1$10,926.49, of which over $6,000.00, was spent for 
jdiamond drilling. Their receipts were only $845.37, 
jwhich mostly came from the sale of cordwood. The

A Methodist Church was built in 1868, the Central 
\School was built by the Central Company in 1878 at 
ja cost of $7,500.00. It was a beautiful school three 
‘stories high, stood high on the greenstone bluff, and

\floors were divided into four rooms each for the 
\grade school.

CENTRAL MINE LOCATION IN THE EARLY DAYS 


Central and Copper Falls 


OPPER FALLS is about three miles southwest of 
Eagle Harbor. The old Copper Falls mine was 
opened in the late forties and closed down in 1893 due 
to the price of copper which then sold at ten cents per 
pound. During this period, they paid dividends of 
$100,000.00. This company was absorbed by the Ar- 
nold Company in 1898. An unfortunate experience 
occurred at the Arnold Mine in August 1899, when 
production was halted for several weeks. Heavy rains 
had weakened the dam above them at the old Owl 
Creek Mine and the water gushed into the old work- 
ings of the Owl Mine, gushed out the adits under 
heavy pressure bringing a string of heavy tram cars 
along with the rush and hurled them against the 
wall of the boiler house of the Arnold Mine. The cars 
struck with such terrific force that they demolished 
the walls and moved the boilers from their founda- 
tions. In 1900 the Arnold also had a set-back due to 
lack of coal. One of the worst accidents occurred at 
the old Copper Falls in 1874. Seven men were crushed 
to death by a fall of rock and before they could be 
removed, their bodies were badly mangled by the rats. 
The Ashbed which was also called the Petherick 
(after Capt. William Petherick) began mining in 1861, 
total production before the mine closed in 1900 was 
only 391 tons. The mine had not been in continuous 
operation during this time. 

Men at this location were Capt. William Jacka, 
first Captain of Copper Falls, Christopher J. Wool- 
way, M. D., Physician and Surgeon at Copper Falls 
and the Ashbed, Capt. Otmar Baur, Surface Captain 
at Copper Falls, B. F. Emerson, Agent for Copper 
Falls, and George Fisher, Superintendent of the Cop- 
per Falls Stamp Mills. 

When the town was booming, there were about 
sixty houses, two boarding houses, and one store.

Delaware 


T) ELAWARE was strictly a mining town. In 1847, 
| the Northwest Copper Mining Association was 
formed with 4,320 acres of land on which to operate 
junder a special charter obtained March 9, 1849. The 
\Northwest Mining Company was organized on the 
(15th of May and in 1861, merged with the Pennsyl- 
jvania Mining Company. Their holdings at that time 
itotaled 8,880 acres of mineral and timber land. In 
11863, the Delaware Mining Company was organized 
land 720 acres from the west side of the estate were 
Iset off for which the Delaware paid $100,000.00, in 
‘stock. In other words, 4,000 shares of Delaware stock 
jwere divided among the stockholders of the Pennsyl- 
jvania Company. 

Horace Greeley was President of the Company and 
lived in an old log house near the barns of the Con- 


iglomerate Company. He was instrumental in getting 
la post office established there, then called the Penn 
'Post Office. It was later changed to Delaware. This 
post office serviced the Conglomerate Mine, Amyg- 


jdaloid, and Wyoming (Helltown). 


In 1876, the Pennsylvania and Delaware were or- 


lganized as one company under the title of the Dela- 
jware Copper Mining Company and was operated as 
such until January 1881, when the Conglomerate took 
}possession with total land holdings of 20,000 acres 
lincluding the lands around Lac La Belle formerly 
jowned by the Mendota Compnay. 


The Catholic Church at Delaware was built by Rev. 
Patrick Fanagan. The Methodists also held regular 
services there. 


Grant Township has their Township Hall there at 
the present and the place is now a Ghost Town except 
for the few who lease homes there for the summer. 
This is quite a contrast compared to the activity in 
the old days and to give an example as to the finan- 
cial operations, from 1849 to 1851, the Northwest 
spent $175,000.00 to produce 261% tons of refined 
copper which they sold for $94,819.83. By 1861, they 
had costs totaling $611,000.00, while their sales total- 
ed only $328,000.00. By 1866, the total sums spent 
were over $2,000,000.00 which included the stamp 
mills of $200,000.00 at Lac La Belle. The Conglo- 
merate Mining Company alone spent $1;300,000.00 
over and above its receipts in the years 1881-84. These 
figures are given here to give an example of the 
flow of money and the losses taken during these early 
mining ventures - and it happened many other places 
than at the Delaware. 

The mining companies went out of their way to get 
the best men possible but when the copper wasn’t 
there, money was not made. Some of the men at Dela- 
ware: Capt. James Hoatson, the first mining captain 
for the Conglomerate, Edwin Henwood, Superinten- 
dent of the Company’s store at the Conglomerate, 
A. H. Taylor, Surface Foreman at the Conglomerate, 
James B. Robert, Chief Clerk and Paymaster of the 
Conglomerate, John Grigg, Master Mechanic, John 
Dougherty, Foreman copper washer, Thomas J. Bice, 
second copper-dresser, Marshall Brinton, Contractor, 
and Thomas D. Bradfield, M. D. physician and sur- 
geon.

| The Mohawk Mill site was about 140 acres with a 
| rontage of three-quarters of a mile on Traverse Bay 


and was named in deserved honor for Joseph E. Gay, 
long identified with substantial copper mining. The 
Mill was located near the mouth of the Tobacco River 
and the mineral was taken from the bin house in self- 
dumping steel cars to the Michigan Smelter at 
Houghton where it was reduced to fine copper. Water 
for both the Mohawk and Wolverine mines was fur- 
nished from a joint pumphouse standing near the To- 
bacco River. The wharves with coal hoists and stor- 
age sheds were a short distance from the stamping 
mill. A railroad about seven miles long ran from the 
Gay site toward the mine terminating at the old 
Hebard Stone Quarry. It was necessary to make this 
line longer to have good grades and they employed 
between 150 and 200 men during the fall of 1900 to 
grade the extension between the mine and the quar- 
ry. 

The Mohawk was a good producer and one of the 
most reliable dividend payers in the Copper Country. 
The town of Mohawk flourished as the metropolis of 
the County with a well organized bank—The Kewee- 
naw Savings Bank—several well stocked stores, sev- 
eral churches, a postoffice, and at one time the Ke- 
weenaw Miner, a weekly newspaper was_ published 
there. This newspaper later moved to Calumet and 
is now out of existence as a newspaper but operates 
as a job printer. The Petermann Store was a large 
enterprise with main offices at Laurium and branch- 
es at Gay, Allouez, Kearsarge, Mandan, and Phoenix,

HMEEK was first settled in 1902. At the time 
there were a few log houses and one of these is 
still being used by the Girl Scouts as a meeting place. 
The mining company built some homes in 1904, in 
| what is known as the Ahmeek Mine location and as 
| the town grew it was incorporated as the Village in 
11909. The townhall was built in 1907. The first Vil- 
lage Officers were Maurice Kenel, President; J. A. 
| Hamilton, Clerk; John Kurie, Treasurer; George Sa- 
j ger, Assessor; W. T. King, Health Officer; J. A. Ham- 
\ilton also acted as Attorney. 


The immediate area consists of three sections: Ah- 
|} meek Village located northwest of U.S. 41, is the 
| most northerly incorporated village in the State of 
| Michigan; the Ahmeek Mine Location, located south- 
j east of U.S. 41; the New Allouez Location, south of 
| Ahmeek Village on U.S. 41. The Ahmeek Post Office 
which was built in 1909, serves this area with Gabriel 
Chopp the present Postmaster. 


The Ahmeek Mine formed a part of the old Seneca 
property and operated two shafts. It consisted of 
920 acres set off in 1880 by the Seneca Mining Com- 
pany to work the Kearsarge, having its mine office 
at Allouez. The first shafts were sunk by Capt. John 
Daniell, founder of the great Tamarack Mine. Capt. 
Daniell was Agent, and the Mining Captain was John 
M. Richards who came direct to Keweenaw Point in 
1853, from Cornwall, England. He worked at the 
South Cliff, Central, Isle Royale, and Portage Lake 
Mines before coming to Ahmeek in 1881. The mines 
were good producers and still operate. In 1923, the 
Calumet & Hecla Copper Mining Company took over 
the Ahmeek, Allouez, Centennial, and Osceola proper- 
ties. In 1921, Russell Smith was Superintendent of 
the Ahmeek Mining Company and he was_ succeeded 
by Ocha Potter. Mr. Potter was alsoa member of 
the Keweenaw County Road Commission and was re- 
sponsible to a great degree for the development of 
the Lake Shore Drive (M-26), the Brockway Moun- 
_ tain Drive, and the Keweenaw Park and Golf Course. 
These projects were built as Government Projects 
during the depression years. 


The original Seneca Mining Company was organ- 
ized in 1866, while the old Allouez mine was of earlier 
origin, having been opened in 1859. Active mining 
commenced in 1869, after ten years of exploratory 
work, They began work on the conglomerate belt un- 
derlying the greenstone, since known as the Allouez 
Conglomerate. Number one shaft was sunk in 1869, 
and after some interruptions, work was pushed for- 
ward on an extensive scale under the direction of 
Capt. A. P. Thomas, as Agent. Houses for a working 
force of 400 men were built together with the Agent’s 
house, office, store warehouse shops, rockhouse, 
stamp-mill and railroad. The Company became in- 


Ahmeek 


volved in 1877, when their capital stock was exhaust- 
ed and the company suspended operations leasing the 
properties to Watson & Walls on tribute. When the 
lease expired in 1880, a new company was organized 
and they again commenced operations with Fred 
Smith as Agent. The stamp-mill was located two and 
one-fourth miles from the mine where they could get 
water from both Hill’s Creek and Gratiot Creek and 
was connected with the mine by a four foot gauge 
railroad operated by a locomotive. The metal was tak- 
en to Calumet and shipped by the Mineral Range Rail- 
road to Hancock, where it was refined and cast into 
ingots. 


The great mine strike of 1918, proved a hardship 
for most of the Keweenaw mining communities and 
the Ahmeek area suffered along with the rest. Many 
moved away and again in 1921, when the mines were 
closed for a year, more left the area. In 1929, the 
population again decreased during the depression of 
that period and again the mines were closed from 1932 
until 1935. 


A prominent citizen was Dr. W. T. King who was 
physician and surgeon from 1904 until 1953. He also 
served as Supervisor of Allouez Township for many 
years, was on the County Road Commission, and a 
member of the Allouez Township School Board. He 
was also interested in sports and supported local 
sports. He was well thought of by the people and a 
plaque was placed in the Park near the County Tour- 
ist Information Building on U. S. 41, as a memorial to 
Dr. King. 


The Village of Ahmeek has many nationalities: 
English, Irish, German, Croatian, Slovanian, Aus- 
trian, Serbian, Dalmatian, Czecho-Slovakian, Polish, 
Finnish, Swedish, Norwegian, Italian, Hungarian, 
Russian, and French. As one local citizen said: “We 
have all learned to respect and know each other’s cus- 
toms and traditions for we are all in the same melting 
pot.” However, anyone having the privilege to at- 
tend one of the many civic or social gatherings held 
in Ahmeek will find many tasty foods consisting of: 
Cornish Pasties, Saffron Buns, Currant Cookies, 
Sour Cabbage rolls, Povatica (walnut sweet bread) 
Nisua, Rieska, Juusto, Kuglof, Spaghetti, Goulash, 
Irish Mulligan, and many other varieties that will 
melt in your mouth. This typical American Interna- 
tional Settlement certainly lives up to its name, Ah- 
meek in Indian language means “beaver”. The local 
people live up to ‘working like busy beavers” on any 
religious, civic, or social project that is planned. 


Ahmeek has three churches: Sacred Heart, Metho- 
dist, and Finnish Evangelical Lutheran. 

Allouez was named after Father Claude Allouez, a 
missionary Priest.
